On the Jaffa-Tel Aviv front, the 
British reported at least 70 Jews 
in Irgun zvai Leumi, kfUed when 
Arabs broke a truce and the Jews 
returned fire.

ment was amended). 
Irgun Zvai l eumi was understood 
to be transferring the wrecked bor­ 
der zone Manshleh area of Jaffa, 
seized from the Arabs, to squads of 
Haganah fighters.

The debate between Senato» Taft and Harold Staa-

The Ohio presidential primary next Tuesday will be 
a vote. In effect, on whether the direction taken by 
national government under the new deal will be 
changed to the direction of Senator Taffa leadership 
In the U. S, senate. 
His program, already laid down In law, la well- 
rounded and carefully planned to Insure the greatest 
posrtbfc liberty for Individuals and the greatest pos­ 
sible "restraint on concentration of authority In Wash­ 
ington. 
Senator Taft has shown what he would do In the 
Taft-Hartley act, which restores to working people 
and to the economic system as a whole the equality of 
tights which has been the cornerstone of American 
liberty. 
He Is opposed to one-sidedness in government. He la 
opposed to the appeasement of pressure blocs for the 
sake of wheedling votes. He denies t£ e dairy bloc the 
right to impose an Inequitable tax on margarine at 
the expense of consumerà Ha denies the Washington 
real,estate lobby the right to Impose bad living oon- 
dttlOhs on persons at the bottom of the economic scale. 
He ts committed in everything he has done and said 
to equality under a government of law. 
He is the best qualified of the Republicans seeking 
the party’s presidential nomination—best qualified be­ 
cause he has had responsibility a« the party's legisla­ 
tive leader.
